NOT MATERIAL 


$0 Declares Major Gillette on 
the Stand, 


Witness in Greene and Gaynor Hear- 
ing at Savannah Said Adding 
Foot to Channel Would 
Cost About Four Million 
Dollars. 


Savannah, Ga., February 1|3.—Major 
was again on the stand whea 
the Greene and Gaynor trial was _ re- 
sumeq today, and Mr. Osborne continued 
his cross examination for the defense.

& ve the public a true and correct statement of the facts in the case, and | 
wiil apide by their decision. 

In February last, while I was at Hot Springs, I received a letter from Mr. 
Charlies Daniel, general manager of The Atlanta News, requesting me to take a 
number of shares of stock in The Atlanta News. I replied that I only had 
twenty-five shares of stock in The News and did not care to become further 
interested in newspaper property. Upon my return to Atlanta, about March 
ist, Mr. Vanie] cailed at my office and stated that he had arranged with Mr 
Samuel »pencer to buy 247 shares of stock in The Atlanta News, and that 
Le and Mr. Spencer had agreed upon me as trustee to hold his (Mr. Spen-. 
cer’s) 247 shares of stock, and Mr. Daniel’s 143 shares, making a total of 390 
snares, «1 a majority of the stock in The Atlanta News, and asked me if I 
would serve as such trustee. I replied that I would, provided there was noth- 
ing in the contract between him and Mr. Spencer that was inconsistent, or 
that 1 regarded as unfair to The Atlanta News or fits stockholders. He as 
cured me there was nothing in the contract I could consider as being unfair 
to ‘Ihe Atlanta News or its stockholders, and that there was nothing in the 
contract that affected in any way the policy of the paper. I requested him 
to bring me the contract between himself and Mr. Spencer, that I preferred 
te see it.
